(By the Associated Press) 


Chicago, May 28. — Readjust- 


ment of the wages of approxi- 
mately 400,000 maintenance of 
•way employes of the railways-of 
the country, effective July 1, in 
accordance with decreases in the 
cost of living and wages in similar 
outside employment since the de- 
cision of the board last July, was 
provided for in a decision by the 
I'nited States Kailroad 
Labor 


board made public tonight. 


The decision is expected to re- 


duce present pay rolls of the rail- 
roads about $48,000,000"per year 
and to reduce the pay of the ma- 
jority of the maintenance of way 
men. five cents per hour, but im- 
portant classes of the employes 
Tvere given a smaller cut. Under 
the majority head were included 
track laborers and other classes 
usually designated as "common 
..laborers." 


Labor Members Dissent. 


The decision was signed by the three 


railroad members o£ the board and 
the three members representing the 
public group. 
A dissenting opinion 


•nag liled by the three members rep- 
icsenting'the labor group. 
The die- 


••cnting; opinion contended that the 
wage scale provided in the decision vas 
insufficient to sustain life on the basis 
of American standards. 


Tho board's decision followed hear- 


ings held on th« request of the rail- 
loads 5or wage reductions and the 
lounter-requebt o£ several classes of 
emploves for increases in pay. These 
hearings began in Chicago March 6 
and ended April 29. All except three 
or four of the larger railway systems, 
of the country w ere affected by -he 
hearing, which included all classes of 
unnlovejs except thos,e in train, >ard 
and engine service, 
who were then 


conducting negotiations with the rail- 
loids which had not teiminated when 
the hearings began. 


In announcing a separate decision 


for maintenance of way employes in 
advance of its decision us to the other 
I 1 ISM".-, the board complied with a re- 
i|<ust made by the United Brotherhool 
OL Maintenance of Way Employes and 
U.vhoad Shop Laborers, which asked 
that its case be given precedence and 
elf-e ulcd as speexhly as possible.

The decision asserted that under' 


the new scale common labor on the j 
roads will still be receiving a rate 
higher than that paid similar labor' 
in most other industries. 
On this 


point the decision said:

"The board is of the opinion that 


after the reductions made under this 
decision, common labor on the roads I 
will still be receiving, as a rule, a' 
wage in excess of that paid to similar 
labor m other industries, and that 
the same will be true of all other! 
classes of labor covered by this deei- i 
sicn. 
The board is of the opinion] 


that after the reductions made under 
this decision, common labor on the' 
roads will still be receiving, as a rule,' 
a wage in excess of that paid to sinrt-j 
lar labor in other industries, and that 
the same will be true of all other 
classes of labor covered by this de- 
cision. 
The board is of the opinion, 


however, that the hazards and hard- 
ship? of the employment, the training 
and skill required, the degree of re- 
sponsibility to the public, and other 
elements mentioned in the statute 
(transportation act of 1920) combine 
to justify the payment of a better 
wage to these employes than is paid 
to similar labor in outside employ- 
ment. 


"On a very considerable number of 


roads the foremen and section men 
are furnished by the carrier w4th liv- 
ing quarters and fuel 
Moreover, the 


board is not in sympathy with the 
idea that a governmental tribunal, 
empowered to fix a just and reason- 
able wage for mert engaged in serv- 


- ing the public in the transportation of 
industry, should be controlled by the 
one consideration of the low wages j 
that may be paid to ether labor in at 
period of temporary depression and 
unemployment. 
It is but just to say 


that railroad managements have in- 
dicated no desire for such a result." 


In a. statistical tabte based on the 


figures on wages and the cost of liv- 
ing by the department of labor, which 
is incorporated in the decision, the 
board declared that while the cost of 
living in March, 1921. (last available 
government 
figures), 
was 
approxi- 


mately 7.2 per cent over that of De- 
cember, 1917, the hourly rate of pay 
for maintenance of way employes un- 
der the present decision will b» 69 4 
per cent above the hourly rates of De- 
cember, 1917, and the 
purchasing 


power of the wages of employes af- 
fected by the present decision, will 
be 44.5 per cent over the purchasing 
power of their wages in 1917. 


Under the terms of the decision, the 


classes designated as "common labor" 
and estimated to number some 1S7,- 
490p were cut five cents an hour La- 
bor 
of a similar

around shops, roundhouses, yaids and 
terminals, numbering 01,249, also was 
cut five cents an hour

tenders and assistants, pile 
driver, 


ditching and hoisting engineers, ftre- 
rhen, etc.. were cut five cents an hour.

Four-Ccnts-an-Hoiir Cut. 


Among other slashes were mechan- 


ics in the maintenance of way depart- 
ment, except those under the shop 
craft agreement, who were cut four 
cents an hour. 
Mechanics' helpers in 


these same departments, except those 
under the shop crafts agreement, were 
cut one cent an houi. It uas empha- 
sized, however, that all of these wcio 
minimum rates and v. ill not apply in 
a uniform manner 
throughout 
the 


Country, but will be affected by local 
conditions. 


This derision was reached, it was 


said, before the announcement of the 
cut 1« freight rates, but was held up 
to permit the completion of the mi- 
nority decision, so that both could be 
issued simultaneously.

For miscellaneous classes of fore- 


men and other emplojes not spe- 
cifically listed, it is provided that an 
amount be deducted equal to the de-

classes to which the miscellaneous 
classes referred to are analagous. 


The Dissenting Opinion. 


The dissenting opinion was signed 


by the three labor members of the 
board, A. O. Wharton, Albert Phillips 
and \V. L. McMenimen. The opinion 
gives extended tables and testimony 
on which the labor group bases its 
decision that the wage cut it not justi- 
fied. 


"The lates of pay established under 


this decision," the dissenting opinion 
said, "will merely perpetuate the low 
level of purchasing power po&sessed 
by this laige class of workers in pre- 
war years." 


"The rates at pay established under 


this decision will mean annual earn- 
ings far below any minimum standard 
of sustenance which has b&en formu- 
lated, even below those of most con- 
servative employer groups" 


"These rates." the opinion declar- 


ed, "are not based upon the human 
needs of. the hundreds ot thousands 
of families involved. They are insuf- 
ficient to crovidc these families with 
the absolute essentials." 


The pre-war standard of wages per- 


petuated by the decision, the labor 
group said, "was the product of in- 
equitable wage Ijargaining 
The dis- 


senting opinion also gave figures in an 
effort to show the statistical study of 
comparative purchasing \aluc for la- 
borers of 
the 
class 
affected In 


December, 1917, and at present, to 
be "unfair and misleading " 


Kxpniision for the Curriers. 


The decision was expected to usher 


in a long-delayed era of expansion 
for the carriers, as they were said to 
have been deferring needed main- 
tenance work for a long time be- 
cause of the high cost of labor. 
The 


number of men now emyloi ed in this 
worJ<J has been estimated 
at about 


200,000 below the number employed, 
under prosperous traffic conditions. It 
was the contention of the roads in the 
wage hearings that the wage reduc- 
tions they asked would reduce unem- 
ployment. 


Labor men pointed out that while 


the opinion applied »i the largest 
class of railroad employes, the total 
of the maintenance men being more 
than 70 per cent of the whole, the 
smoiint of wages paid to this group, 
which usually ranks as "unskilled" 
labor, was smaller in the total than 
that paid any of the other great 
groups whose wages also are to be 
passed upon by the board. 


If today's decision, it was said, were 


applied to all employes, the general 
lov el of railroad wages would have 
declined to the level in effect before 
the JGOO.000,000 increase, granted by 
tho board in 1320. 
Of this increase, 


$400,000,000 was wiped out by last 
year s decision, which was followed 
bv a strike crisis, a walk-out being 
averted only after long negotiations 
between union leaders and members 
of the Labor Board 


Would Provide "Decent Living;." 
In its first decision increasing wages, 


the board as.soitod that it had endeav- 
ored 
to 
"fix such 
wages 
as 


nould provide a decent living" and 
that it had found that generally the 
Hcalo of wages paid railroad emplov.es 
vvajf "substantially below that paid 
for similar work in outside industry." 
A jear later the board, after lonpr 
hearings, at which the roads asked a 
general decrease because of the drop 
in living expenses, cut approximately 
$400.000,000 from the "raises previ- 
ounly given. These cuts ranged from 
five to 15 cents an hour atid affected 
all classes of employes. 


Thus in the case of the bridge and 


building painter, construction, mason 
and concrete, etc., men, iiumbering 
4.3SO. these employes were given an 
increase of 15 cents an hour in 1920, 
wore cut ton cents an hour last year 
and an additional five cents under the 
present decision, leaving: them with 
the same scale in offcct February 29, 
19^0. 


Samuel M. Kelton, president of tho
